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IRELAND'S GREAT BATTLE.

ANOTHER APPEAL FOR AID,

Meeting of the League's Executive

Council at Cincinnati-—A Rep-
resentative Convention.

CixciNNAaTi, Feb, 8.—~The executive
council of the Irish National League, ata
meeting  yesterday, passed resolutions
pledging coutinued support to the Irish
people and leaders, and appealing to the
American people for continued aid for the
Irish patriots. Preliminary arrangements
were wade for a convention of ILrish in
Philadelphia in July, st which any Irish
organization of any t ation whatever shall
be represented, and a consultation held on
some further plan of action. Twenty
thousand dollars was sent to the lrish
leaders on the other side.

The address to the Lrish people says that
the tyrant tory governmwent of England has
thrown aside the forms of decency under
which it has heretofore velled its malignity
and now stands forth the remorseless exe
cutioner of naked and unblushing despot-
ism, In strange contrast with the just pride
and moderation exhibited by the Irish peo-

le in thelr strugele. Bribes, menaces and
rudl.mul murders have falled to dampen
thelr spirit or to materially erush their on-
ward march. They are assured that their
countrymen in Amenca stand ready to
support them in any steps whieh thelr wis
dom and prudence may dictate,

The council regards with indifference, if
not with contempt, the dally perjuries be
fore the Parnell commission. Reference is
made o the “judicial murder’’ of Mande-
ville and to theyendeavor of Balfour to keep
Nis word, that he would kill William
' Brien and John Dillon by imprisonment.
The splendid spirit of the people, says the
address, shows they are worthy of our best
efforts, and should recelve our prompt, éf-
fective and continued assistance, until It
has been demonstrated that peaceful agita-
tion has falled to produce in Eogland a
sense of Justice and the desire to repair the
countless injuries inflicted upon lreland.
